,OF LATE YEARS INCREASING EMPHASIS has ®een put upon the 
importance of social welfare, and more attention has been given to’ the 
emotional and physical well-being of the population. One matter which is 
considered to be of importance both to workers and to employers is voca- 
tienal guidance. Placing workers in the taskg to which they are best suited 
is the policy of most employers, and in many industries today there are 
specially trained personnel workers who deal with this problem. However, 
there are still many cases in which skilled vocational guidance is not so 
readily available to young people leaving school to commence their careers, 
or to others, already employed, but perhaps not entirely suited to do the 
work in which they are engaged.

wut farmers are using aged 
boars on young gilts, young 
boars on old sows or where there is 
a temperamental animal to be bred 
farmers find a hog breeding crate of 
value. 

The plans here show the breeding 
crate developed by the Texas Ex- 
perimental Station which has been 
found . satisfactory. 

The cost of the material for this 
bréeding crate is not much and it is 
not difficult to build provided plans 
forthe crate are carefully studied. 
They appear fairly complicated at 
first sight, but a study of the follow- 
ing explanations will make it easier 
for this crate consists of two runners 
of 2” x 6” plank, 5’3” long. This is 
floored over with ordinary 1-inch 
rough boarding, so:as to make a 
platform 3'4” wide. On this plat- 
form build. the sides of the crate. 
The left side of the crate is made 
rigid and to get the sow in the crate 
the right side drops down, giving 
plenty of room. 

When in use, both sides of the 
chute are slightly sloping and~ fit 
tightly against the sides of the sow:

time may come when we won't be 
able to feed our population, one of 
the world’s foremost social geogra- 
phers said in an interview here. 

L. Dudley Stamp, chief advisor to 
the British Government on rural land 
use, was summing up'Canada’s need 
for land conservation measures. 

Mr, Stamp knows what he’s talk- 
ing about. He’s the man who worked 
“miracles” with Britain’s food. pro- 
duction during the Second World 
War. . 

Today, through ‘re-allocation and 
use of lands for ‘production it’s best 
suited to, Britain now produces over 
half the food she eats, 

“We -hope to do even better in 
years to come,” he said, é 

The scheme works hand in hand 
with housing and industry. He ex- 
plained that good land is used to 
grow food, housing units are allocat- 
ed to poorer lands and sub-marginal 
areas are marked’ off for industrial 
sites. , 

They concentrate on growing the 
most. nutritious types of food, For 
example, it isn’t feasible for Britain 
to grow her own wheat. Greater val- 
ue is gained by planting fruits and 
vegetables, relying on imports to fill 
wheat needs.

Have you been bothered much by 

hoot-owls, lately? 

{t’s no laughing matter, brother. 

There is more than one Canadian 
_-town where, at certain times of the 
“ year, a body can hardly get any 
sleep because .of the: lovelorn. owls 
hooting and cat-calling, or owl-call- 
‘ing, and carrying on_ generally 
around the place. 

‘They keep it up until early morn- 
ing when the moon goes down, and 
in frosty fall weather they are likely 
as not to start in again before noon. 

Owls also are famous for nocturnal 
whoopee-making, especially in wood- 
ed, hilly country, and you can hear 
‘em sounding off any moonlit night. 

However, in justice to the owls, it 
should be presented that they really 
do a lot of good in the world, So 
do hawks. For these facts I have 
the word’ of Wendell Moore, a biolo- 
gist and taxidermist, and will get 
around to him in a minute. 

W. C. Handy, author of “The St. 
Louis Blues”, also has some valuable 
information in his recent autobiogra- 
phy. He is the father of jazz, you 
know. “It’s rather difficult to 
imaginé such a man being ‘bothered 
by owls during his boyhood, but he 
says he was. :

Air Stronger Than Hurricane 


ROSEMOUNT, Minn. — A new 
wind tunnel here hurls a blast 
of air 10 times stronger than a 
hurricane, scientists said. The 
blast is so powerful that any

the temperature in the tunnel sinks 
to 408 degrees Fahrenheit, so low 
that scientists feared it might be 
congealed from its gaseous state into 
a liquid, 

He said German scientists had 
claimed that air turned to liquid in 
their high speed wind tunnels during 
the war but they were unable to 
measure accurately how fast the air 
was moving. The new tunnel here 
permits accurate measurement of 
speeds, he said. 

The tunnel, which develops winds 
speeding seven times. faster than 
sound, was one of four built by the 
school from scrap material at the 
wartime Gopher Ordnance Works 
here. Only a few weeks ago, Acker 
man announced that another stunnel 
had fired a blast of air four times 
faster than sound. The speed of 
sound, 760 miles per hour at psé€a 
level is only 323 m.p.h. inside the 
tunnel, Ackerman said. 

Ackerman said that in one type 
of, experiment, the tunnel will be 
used to study the way rockets move 
in the thin atmosphere high above 
the earth. : 

Most experiments will be aimed at 
learning “the characteristics of the 
flow and behavior of air” at intense 
speeds. 


He said the blast through the tun- 
nel would have the same effect on a 
model aircraft as though a full-sized 
plane were moving through’ normal 
atmosphere at 5,000 miles an hour. 

The tunnel operates on a push-pull 
system. Pumps at one end push the 
air through the tube while suction 
pumps at the other end produce a 
vacuum for the blast to rush into. 

Each blast lasts only eight to 10 
seconds but high speed cameras re- 
cord the wind’s effects on models 
placed in the tunnel. : 

Actually, Ackerman said, the scien- 
tists don’t know what would happen 
to the body of anyone caught in the 
blast. 

“That’s not a matter for our con- 
jecture,” he said. “We don’t know, I 
suppose it’s conceivable that a body 
might explode or disintegrate.”

Shepherds’ Crooks 


Encouragement is being given in 
parts of Scotland to a revival of the 
old crafts, and these. centres will 
help. towards producing truly Scot- 
tish articles. 

One of the most ancient hobbies 
in the world, that of making shep- 
herds’ crooks, has never died, and 
herders in the heart of the highlands 
are still expert at turning out at- 
tractive as well as useful crooks. 
In the dark evenings of winter, shep- 
herds spend hours shaping, sand-pa- 
pering and paring specially selected 
horns of rams. to, fit to suitable 
sticks, ‘It is not easy to find trees 
or saplings that will. make good 
staffs. ' é 
_ Most of the craftsmen prefer to 
have their own crooks with a natural 
bend for the handle, and they will go 
to the extent of twisting a young 
sapling into the desired shape and 
fixing it so that it grows thus. 

The length of a crook may be va- 
ried td suit personal taste and use, 
but five feet is a common size, for 
it has been found that that gives the 
‘shepherd a convenient reach: for an 
animal at lambing time. A. specially 
good crook, perhaps with designs cut 
on the Handle, brings up to $20, and 
such sticks are even exported, 
though it is much more common to 
see horn-handled canes “made in 
Scotland”,; overseas.

Iran has not heen a prolific stamp 
issuing country. First stamps under 
name of Persia, appeared in 1870, 
featured the coat-of-arms. Six years 
later the ruler of the country made 
‘his postal appearance on a set, and 
on numerous sets till 1898, when his 
successor appeared on the new ser- 
ies. There followed many overprints, 
and a new portrait set in 1903, Five 
years, later a new shah ascended the 
throne and was portrayed on a stamp 
set that year. ‘Three years later he 
was succeeded ‘by the Shah Ahmed, 
who was the last of his line to rule 
the country, and a number of sets 
with his portrait Were issued. 

Tn 1915 the first pictorial set ap- 
peared, showing ancient ruins.

Commen- 
“ine practice at Westlock, Fort 
Saskatchewan, Leduc, Edmonton, 
Drumheller, Caleary, Chauvin, 
Crossfield «and Cardston, their 
training and ability will be used 
to advantage in these concentrated 
livestock areas. :

few. veterinarians in proportion to 
the livestock population to ade- 
quately prevent and control ani- 
mal] and poultry diseases. Recog- 
nizing that every successful live- 
stock coumtry, requires a large 
number of skilled veterinarians, 
the Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture has encouraged young men 
of ability to enter the profession 
by providing assistance in the 
form of yearly financial grants.
